PREFACE 


The Office of the Board of Selectmen and the Town Administrator function as 
a single entity to provide the Town with coordinated executive direction. The 
Board of Selectmen as the Town's elected executive policy makers, provides an 
over all police framework for the direction of Town Government and the Adminis- 
trator's Office carries out the implementation of the policies and the accom- 
plishments of specific tasks and the resolution of specific problems. 


This report is structured to demonstrate how these distinctive roles 
compliment one another. In addition there is an emphasis within the report 
not only of what has been accomplished in the past year, but even more impor- 
tant the goals and directions of the Office in the future. 


1. RECENT ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
A. Policy Directions 


1. Natick Center - The revitalization of Natick Center continues to 
have high priority on the agenda of the Board of Selectmen. It 
is not the goal of the Board to attempt to make Natick Center com- 
petitive with large regional shopping malls, but rather to restore 
it to its unique role as the ''community center'' of the Town. No 
town can thrive without a vibrant community center with which 
people identity. The efforts of the Board of Selectmen during 1983 
has continued to be successful in attracting State funds for im- 
proving Natick Center. 


Pris Licensing Policy and Procedures - In addition to their role as 


executive policy makers, the Board of Selectmen also functions 

as a Licensing Board. One of the priorities of the Board during 
the past year has been to establish uniform objective criteria 
for the evaluation of license applications, as well as procedures 
which guarantee that all applicants get treated the same and that 
the opportunity for the expression of citizen concerns is always 
provided. 


Examples of these policies and procedures established in 1983 are 
the requirement of a public hearing for all applications for 
automatic amusement devices and the requirements of a site plan 
showing parking, traffic impacts, etc. for all applications for 
Common Victuallers Licenses or Alcoholic Beverage Licenses. In 
addition, the Board now requires annually that all Licenseholders 
provide the Board with a plan for conformance with the State's new 
"Drunk Driving Laws'' as part of the license renewal process. 


3. Affirmative Action - For many years the Town of Natick has not been 
in conformity with state statutes relative to Affirmative Action. 
In 1983 the Town drafted a new Affirmative Action Plan consistent 
with state statute and regulations which, after a public hearing, 
the Board of Selectmen adopted and the Commonwealth has officially 
approved that Plan and declared the Town in conformance with the 
requirements of State Law. 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND TOWN ADMINISTRATOR (continued) 


4. Fire Management and Operations - Natick Town Meeting provided the 


Board of Selectmen with $20,000 for an independent, objective study 
of the Natick Fire Department to provide a blueprint for that De- 
partment to meet the challenges of the future. Upon review of that 
plan, the Board of Selectmen took immediate action on those areas 
that they deemed urgent, e.g. - purchase of up-to-date, state of 
art, safety equipment for firefighters and establishment of fire 
equipment as priority in the five-year Capital Improvement Program. 


. Land Use - The Board of Selectmen recognizes that at this stage of 


development of the Town of Natick, acquisition of strategic open 
space is urgent and crucial if we are to guarantee the long-term 
preservation of the character of the Town. The Board served as 

a coordinator of many Town agencies and Departments making possible 
the acquisition of the so-called Camp Mary Bunker, the only re- 
maining open space on the shore of Lake Cochituate. 


B. ADMINISTRATION AND FINANCE 


Th 


Comprehensive Financial Planning - During 1983 comprehensive 


Financial planning was truly instituted in the Town of Natick. 

A preliminary town-wide budget and comprehensive financial plan 

for Fiscal 1984 was submitted to the Finance Committee before 

they began their deliberations on individual 1984 budgets. This 
made it possible for the Finance Committee to evaluate individual 
budget issues in the context of the Town's total financial resources 
and financial demands. 


. Implementation of Two Reorganizations - Land Facilities and Natural 


Resources and Recreation and Human Services - Two reorganizations 
of Town Departments approved by Town Meeting under Article 6 of the 
Natick Town Charter have now been implemented. The maintenance of 
all land facilities of the Town are now being handled by a single 
Division of the Department of Public Works and Recreation and Human 
Services have now been conbined into a single Department providing 
for coordinated use of the Town resources. 


- Bidding of Town Insurance - For the first time in approximately ten 


years the Town went out for sealed bids for all Town insurance. By 
seeking competitive bidding and combining all Town insurance into 

a single package, approximately $40,000 has been saved on an annual 
basis in the area of Town insurance. 


- Five-year Capital Improvement Plan - In the past, individual Depart- 


ments went to Town Meeting separately seeking funds for equipment, 
replacements, and improvements to facilities. For the first time, 
two years ago, a Capital Improvement Plan was worked out coopera- 
tively among Town Departments and presented to Town Meeting as a 
comprehensive plan. During 1983 that plan has now been expanded 
into a Five-year Capital Improvement Plan. This has served as a 
vehicle for planning capital expenditures in a manner consistent 
with the Town's financial resources under Proposition 24 and 
avoiding the pitfall of many communities who are building a future 
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financial crisis by meeting Proposition 24 requirements, but 
ignoring necessary capital expenditures. 


1t. GOALS AND PRIORITIES 


A. Policy Directions 


The following is a brief summary of the goals and priorities of the 
Board of Selectmen for ‘the coming year: 


or 


3. 


Expand Regional Planning - Through the initiative of the Natick 
Board of Selectmen and the Metropolitan Area Planning Council, 


eight communities in this region of the Metro Area have been meet- 
ing to discuss land use goals and to analyze the impact of land 
use decisions in one town on the citizens living in adjoining 
towns. This impetus comes from the realization that the impacts 
of development do not respect political boundaries and that any 
sound planning must be carried out regionally and in cooperation 
with neighboring towns. 


. New District Court - For some time the Board of Selectmen have felt 


that it was essential that Natick continue to have its own district 
court. This not only affects police efficiency but is a significant 
convenience to the citizens of the Town. By the same token, the 
building which presently houses the District Court and the Police 
Department is inadequate for both. Every effort is being made to 
create a new District Court in the front of the now-vacant Lincoln 
School. The Senior Citizens, who have been housed in a totally 
inadequate facility on Wilson Street, will move into the rear of 
Lincoln School. 


Fire Management - As we stated above, the Board has addressed those 
aspects of the Fire Management and Operation Study, which were ur- 
gent and short term in nature. The Board is committed to continue 
public discussion from other aspects of this important study to 
continue the modernization of the Natick Fire Department. 


4. Study of License Fees - The Board will be conducting a study of all 


fees for permits and licenses under the jurisdiction of the Board 
of Selectmen. The intent of that study is to make sure that tax 
dollars are not being spend where there is an intent that a service 
be funded by the user and, by the same token, to make sure that a 
fee a citizen pays for ia license or permit is only equal to the 
Town's cost of issuing and enforcing those permits. 


B. Administration and Finance 


] 


. Long-Range Financial Planning - Just as the Town for the first time 
in 1981 had comprehensive financial planning, we must now go the 


next step and extend that comprehensive planning over a multi-year 
period. Such plans can be flexible for unforeseen developments, 
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but at least will permtt the Town to make present financial decisions 
in the context of long-range implications. 


2. Coordinated Development Regulation - At the present time various 


agencies and departments of the Town are involved in reviewing 

and controlling development in Town. A system must be established 
that coordinates the review of development in order that the goals 
of one agency are not frustrated by the decisions of another and the 
impacts of development are looked at comprehensively and communica- 
tively. 


3. Purchasing - There is a long overdue need to review purchasing 
practices and procedures of the Town. The intent of new proposals 
will be to increase efficiency in purchasing and producing centra- 
lized monitoring of purchasing. 


4. Management Development - Municipalities in the Commonwealth generally 


have neglected to provide their managers and supervisors with oppor- 
tunities to update their knowledge and acquire new skills. This has 
an adverse impact on morale and motivation and denies the municipality 
the full use of the talents of its management personnel. It is 
anticipated that in 1984 initial efforts will be made to inaugurate 

a program of management development in the Town of Natick. 


CONCLUSION 


The Board of Selectmen and the Town Administrator wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to express their gratitude and their esteem for the outstanding and 
dedicated service that has been provided to the Board by the Staff of the 
Selectmen's Office.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


In August 1977, the Natick School Committee authorized the first of 
several major studies designed to address the reorganization of the school 
system. September 1983 witnessed the implementation of the final phase of 
the reorganization plan. 


During this six year period, the School Committee utilized the services 
of professional staff, parents, students and community to examine the options 
available to it. It is important to remember that the School Committee had 
to examine the impact of the recommendations of the several study committees 
in light of two critical variables - the fiscal problems facing the community 
and the demographic change which the system was experiencing. 


In spite of these issues, the School Committee has now completed its 
reorganization of the system as follows: 


1. It has implemented the four-year high school program. 

2. It has implemented the three-year middle school program. 

3. It has implemented a K-5 elementary program staffing each school. 
with a principal, a nurse and a counselor to support the instructional 
staff. 

4. It has closed six elementary schools and a junior high school. 


Planning and implementing a program of grade reorganization did not take 
place in isolation. The implementation of each phase required changes in 
curriculum. To the credit of the professional staff and interested parents, 
the system prepared new or revised existing curricula to meet the educational 
needs of the students. 


In one sense, this year witnessed the close of another chapter in the 
history of the school system. The system has in place the grade organization 
and facilities which will respond to demographic change for the next several 
years. 


As the Committee looks ahead, it plans to address the results of a 
comprehensive review of the goals of the system and the educational programs 
and services which it currently provides. It has authorized a broad-based 
Study group representative of the professional staff, the parents, community 
and business to assist it in this work. 


Having focused on the goals and programs in this way, the Committee wil] 
then be in a position to consider the policy changes and resource allocation 
necessary for the implementation of improved practices. This effort should 
also produce the necessary data to measure the impact of changes emanating 
from the state. 


The Natick School Committee recognizes the efforts of the Legislature and 


the Department of Education to generate improvements in the state's school 
systems. It does not believe, however, that it can depend upon these agencies 
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alone to bring about improvement at the local level. Rather, the School 
Committee sees the need for a partnership between the state and the local 
system that provides for the later sufficient additional financial support to 
effect responsible change. 


The next several years will provide the Natick School Committee with the 
opportunity to continue to improve its programs and services. What it has 
achieved to date results from the support the Committee has received from the 
several segments of the community-parents, citizens at large, and the business 
and industrial representatives. We respectfully request your continued support 
and cooperation as we plan for the future.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Education in general and school systems in particular are currently the 
focus of local, state and national attention. We find it quite appropriate to 
focus on the eudcational activities of the school system during this past year. 
At every level and within every department, the improvement of curriculum 
content and instructional practices were the outcomes we sought from our 
efforts. 


We have sought to strengthen services at the elementary school level by 
staffing each school with a service team composed of a principal, a counselor 
and a nurse to provide support services for the faculty and student body. 

Each elementary principal has assumed leadership in a specific curriculum area. 
Working with a committee of staff and parent representatives, the individual 
principal will create another resource at that level to provide direction for 
appropriate curriculum review and revision. 


Members of the staff revised and implemented a social science curriculum 
for the elementary schools. They developed and piloted a computer literacy 
curriculum for grades K through 5. Currently, the teacher training phase of 
this program is about to begin. Subsequent to the training of the elementary 
teachers, we will activate it across the elementary system. 


The opening of the two middle schools in September is a tribute to the 
foresight of the School Committee in its planning and the work that members of 
the staffs of the two schools performed to initiate the programs. Staff 
training, curriculum content revision, pupil and parent orientation and the 
recruitment of staff presented opportunities for the two principals to work 
with a myriad of interested personnel to create a new educational environment 
for early adolescents. The transition to this organization is deemed extremely 
successful by all participants. 
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The administration and staff of the senior high continues to examine the 
course offerings. This is essentially an ongoing activity given the diversity 
of the pupil population. In the class of 1983, 47% of the graduates enrolled 
in 83 different 4-year colleges, thirty-percent of the same graduating class 
entered the workforce after graduation. 


Enrollment statistics at Natick High School provide evidence to counter 
the general criticism that students are not enrolled in ''basic courses". 
Over 50% of the student body is enrolled in foreign languages; ninety-three 
percent are enrolled in mathematics courses; seventy-nine percent are enrolled 
iMNesclence courses. 


The achievements of Natick High School students are many and varied. The 
Chamber Singers were named Class A State Champions; the Competitive Speech 
Team won national recognition for its performances; the football team won its 
second consecutive Superbowl] Championship; scores of students won academic, 
athletic and vocational scholarships and awards. 


Other highlights of 1983 reveal the following: 


1. The Special Education Department inaugurated a secondary 
school therapeutic program. 


2. We completed the computer education curriculum for grades K-5. 


3. We inaugurated new health education and phototypesetting programs 
in the high school. 


4. The Business Manager completed the installation of energy- 
management computers in the Kennedy, Wilson, Bennett-Hemenway 
and Memorial Schools. 


5. The Maintenance Department inaugurated a rehab program at the 
Bennett-Hemenway and Wilson schools. 


6. The elementary schools introduced a new system-wide method of 
reporting children's achievement. 


7. The Department of Guidance and Counseling organized a town-wide 
advisory council. 


8. The Parents Coordinating Council worked closely with the school 
system to improve communications and programs. 


9. SMACC continued to provide financial support for our career 
awareness efforts at both the elementary and secondary school 
levels. 


Any progress the system makes results from the support and direction of 
many constituencies. We are fortunate in this community that a spiritoof 
cooperation prevails among and between those who value education. No road 
block can long prevail against a people of such purpose.

Quinobin Regional Vocational-Technical School, 900 Washington Street, 
Wellesley, MA, opened for its sixth year of operations on September 7, 1983, 
with an enrollment of 317; 123 students from Dedham, 52 students from Milton, 
119 students from Natick, and 23 students from Wellesley. This enrollment repre- 
sents a 9.4% increase over last year in Quinobin's ten programs: 


Cabinetmaking Carpentry Commercial Art Computer Science 
Culinary Arts Electrical Electronics Horticulture/ 
HVAC Masonry Forestry 


The Vocational Resource Tutor program, now in its second year, and which is 
funded by a pooling of the four towns! federal funds, has expanded to four full- 
time tutors working with Math remediation, and one part-time tutor in the Culinary 
Arts program. 


The construction trades students have completed the renovations of the beauti- 
ful 1890's carriage house into the new Carriage House Restaurant. The restaurant 
is Open to the public, with breakfast and lunch being prepared and served by the 
Culinary Arts students. The Horticulture building was also completed this year, 
adding additional classroom space to the existing greenhouse. 


In November, the cement foundations for two new buildings were built by a 
contractor, and the construction trades students will begin work to complete these 
buildings in the Spring of 1984. 


ACCOUNTING DEPARTMENT 


In compliance with Section 61, Chapter 41, General Laws, submitted here- 
with is the annual report of the Accounting Department for the fiscal period 
July 1, 1982 to June 30, 1983, inclusive. 


All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town Depart- 
ments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal requirements before 
being submitted to the Treasurer for payment. The payments, which were presented 
on 388 Treasury Warrants, amounted to $61,022,415.43. Warrants payable as of 
June 30, 1983 totalled $827,727.15. 


The total receipts from July 1, 1982 to June 30, 1983, inclusive, were 
$67,518,117.00. The cash balance on hand June 305 1983 - $8,620,044.38 plus 
invested cash of $200,000.00 for a total of $8,820,044.38, which is an increase 
of $4,763,943.42 over the balance on hand at the end of the previous fiscal 
period. 


Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State-approved 
forms to all Town Officers, Committees and Boards charged with the expenditure 
of Town funds. 


Detailed statements of all departmental budgets were compiled showing 
amounts for each item expended in 1982-1983, appropriated for 1982-1983 and 
requested for 1983-1984. Copies of each budget were forwarded to the Finance 
Commi ttee. 


The unexpended appropriation balances, exclusive of Sewer, Water and 
Parking Meter, returned to the 1982-1983 Revenue Account amounted to $552,780.53, 
a decrease of $293,699.26 under the prior year. 


As required by law, under Section 54A, Chapter 41, General Laws, notice 
was given to the Assessors of the total 1982-1983 receipts, except from taxes, 
loans, trust funds, federal grants and revolving funds, and the source of such 
receipts was specified.

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DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


| hereby submit my annual report of Veterans' Benefits and Veterans' 
Services for the year ending December 31, 1983. 


During the year 1983, this office gave financial assistance to 473 people. 
The State Department of Veterans' Services reimburses the Town of Natick 50% 
of amount aided. Each case has to be thoroughly investigated and approved by 
the State Department of Veterans' Services. 


In 1983, we had 3,967 calls and personal contacts from people who were 
veterans and dependents of veterans who were looking for advice and counseling. 


We filed for pensions, education, compensation, insurance benefits, hos- 
pitalization, annual income questionnaires, appeals, etc. We work with Social 
Security on regular benefits and Social Security Disability, and also with 
Employment Office. 


By doing all of this service work, the taxpayers of Natick benefit. 


For the year 1982-83, $285,350.06 of V.A. benefits were received in the 
Town of Natick and accredited to the Natick Department of Veterans' Services 
Office. This is a ''O0ne-Stop Center'' for veterans and their dependents. This 
work is in addition to our duties to aid, assist, and advise, as stated in 
Chapter 115 of the Massachusetts General Laws. 


As explained in previous paragraph, we counsel people, explore every 
avenue of resource and revenue available to them, making them aware of their 
Own entitlements, and treat them as human beings with dignity and courtesy. 


In the future, the work-load of the Department of Veterans' Services wil] 
increase due to new V.A. and state programs which are being proposed to ser- 
vice veterans and their dependents.

In 1983, the Building Department issued a total of 2,572 permits as follows:

During the year 1983, 73 permits were issued for wood and coal burning 
stoves. Although 1982 was a very busy year, 1983 was especially busy with 
this Department issuing 403 permits more than the previous year. $192,061.08 
more revenue was received in this Department than the year before. 


Major projects undertaken in the year 1983 and for which new building per- 
mits have been issued were HOLIDAY INN on Worcester Street, which plans call to 
erect 258 rooms, LIGGETT MCCALL, 313 Speen Street, to erect a two-story office 
building and FIRST NEW ENGLAND REALTY TRUST, West Central Street, erected a 
two story office building. 
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The status, thus far, for major projects undertaken prior to 1983, A. J. 
LANE, on Mill Street, will be completed and occupancy taking place during the 
month of February. FAIRWAY ESTATES on Speen Street, approximately 50% complete. 
APPLE HILL on Worcester Street, about 25% complete. FRANCH!I OFFICE BUILDING on 
Route 27, will be completed and occupancy taking place during the month of 
February.

HOLIDAY LIGHTING 

This past Christmas we were able to make repairs to many of the displays and 
add a few more trees on the common to the display. We hope the funding wil] 
continue to enable us to maintain the Holiday Lighting in an acceptable 
condition. 


Your Fire Department will continue to provide and improve our service 
by adopting many recommendations made in the recent Fire Management Study.

In 1983 there were 12,026 complaints received requiring investigation. 
Part 1 crimes showed a decrease of 133. Part 1 crimes are: Murder, Rape, 
Larceny, Aggravated Assault, Burglary, Auto Theft. False alarms continue to 
take up a large portion of calls. There were 2,217 false alarms this year. 


Two new positions were created in the Police Department in 1983. A Meter 
Enforcement Officer and a Civilian Dispatcher. Enforcement of the meters on 
a regular basis has resulted in more parking violations issued than at any 
other time. It has also resulted in larger meter fees and larger fines for 
violations of the parking laws. It has also made parking spaces available in 
the downtown area. The Civilian Dispatcher has allowed another patrolman to 
be placed on patrol. 


Four Natick Police Officers retired in 1983, more than in any previous 
year. Those réetiringiwere Lt. William T. Matoon, Jr., Lt. Edward (Ci (Geeaee 
Patrolman Edward F. Krupski and Patrolman Robert L. Davis, Sr. 


New Police Officers appointed were Steven J. Pagliarulo and Joseph N. 
Hayes. 


Monies turned over to the General Fund as a result of speeding fines and 
certain misdemeanors amounted to $85,866. Parking fines turned over to the 
Town Clerk totaled $60,185 generating $146,051 from the Police Department en- 
forcement of the laws. Monies for gun permits, report copies, bicycle licenses 
totaled. $7,431, for agurand total of 5153,482.00. 


It is anticipated that the Natick District Court may move into new quarters 


in the near future. If this occurs it will give the Police Department much 
needed space. The Police and Court building was constructed in 1938. At that 
time there were 16 full-time employees on the department. In 1956 an addition 


was added. At that time there were 36 full-time employees on the Natick Police 
Department. At the present time there are 61 full-time employees on the 
Department. The additional space has been badly needed for many years.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


This is the first annual report under the Charter and the 62nd report 
since the Department of Public Works was establ ished. 


Mr. Edwin Hasgill retired after many years of service. We wish him 
well in his retirement years. 
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ENGINEERING DIVISION: 


The Engineering Division conducted field surveys and prepared topographic 
plans for three miles of water main extension and construction plans for 9/10 
of a mile of road construction. They maintained surveillance over the construc- 
tion of residential and commercial developments. Engineering services were also 
provided other Town Departments when requested. 


WATER: 


The replacement of water mains on North Main Street from Evergreen Road to 
Bieglow Avenue was started. This work is being done in conjunction with a 
grant from the state. We applied for and received a second grant for the re- 
placement of mains from Bigelow Avenue to North Avenue and from the Springvale 
Wells on Worcester Street to Hartford and Bishop Streets which will begin in 
1984. An additional grant for water savings devices was also received and in 
1984 we will offer these devices for sale at reduced costs. The water meter 
replacement program is being continued. Water mains were replaced on Cypress 
Road and Birch Road as part of an on going program. 


SEWER: 


The flushing and maintenance program of sewer mains was continued. 


HIGHWAY: 


The annual road maintenance and oiling program was continued. Minor 
repairs were done on Green Street under the betterment act. Street drains 
and catch basins were cleaned and flushed. The center line on a portion of 
Union Street was painted with a new heat treatment method. 


SANITATION: 


The division continues to operate under reduced collections during weeks 
which have holidays. All routes will continue to be rotated so that one 
section does not bear the brunt of reduced collection each year. 


LANDF ILL: 


The landfill continues to operate under the Department of Environmental 
Management mandate. The wall for vehicles to dispose of rubbish is being re- 
located. This will make it more convenient for those residents who bring their 
rubbish to the landfill. 


LAND FACILITIES AND NATURAL RESOURCES: 


This division was established as of July 1, 1983 under a vote of the annual 
town meeting combining the school grounds, park and forestry divisions. During 
the first six months over 400 residential calls were dealt with along with major 
tree pruning at town sites (schools, parks, etc.). Other accomplishments in- 
clude refurbishing the Coolidge and Murphy Center outdoor basketball courts. 
Major ballfield renovations were completed at East and Johnson Schools and at 
Loker Park. Playground equipment was refurbished at various school playgrounds. 
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With the establishment of the Land Facilities and Natural Resources as a 
new division of the Department of Public Works, inter-related department problems 
will be able to be acted upon more readily thereby serving the public in a more 
efficient and prompt manner. 


PARKING METER MAINTENANCE 


During the past year this department has maintained the parking meters to 
insure that the public receives the proper amount of time for which they pay. 
Preventive maintenance is a very important daily function of this department. 


In June of 1983 all parking meters were converted to a higher rate for 
parking. All street meters were increased from | cent for 12 minutes to 
S cents for 30 minutes, 2 hours for 20 cents, 25 cents for convenience (2 hour 
limit). In November | removed all the parking meters from the Summer Street lot. 
A parking deck is being constructed over this lot and when completed | wil] 
replace all the parking meters. 


In Fiscal Year 1983-84 | collected, sorted and rolled the total sum of 
$26,039.25. This money is taken to the bank and a check is issued to the Town 
Treasurer with a breakdown report of monies collected. 


During the first 6 months of this Fiscal Year July 1, 1983 through 
December 31, 1983, | have collected $21,192.50. This is a substantial increase 
over last Fiscal Year, even though the Summer Street lot was closed during 
November and December. 


An additional $11,257.00 was generated by the selling of Parking Permit 
Stickers. A vehicle with a parking sticker is entitled to park all day in 
our municipal parking lots. 


In addition to my parking meter duties, each morning | open the 2 canisters 
from the Neighborhood Bus. This money is sorted, rolled and deposited in the 


bank in the Neighborhood Bus account. 


! would like to thank the Public Works Department for the assistance in 
replacing bent pipes during this past year.

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Leonard Morse Hospital (continued) 


Leonard Morse Hospital continued to grow in activity and accomplishments 
during 1983, with the exclusive fécus upon delivering the highest possible 
quality of health care at the lowest possible cost to our patients. 


For instance, LMH became the first West Metro hospital to offer a discounted 
Maternity ''package plan'' for economically-eligible expectant parents. The use 
of the LIFELINE electronic emergency response system, for persons living alone 
who are at medical risk rose from two in January to forty-six in December. 
Outpatient Mental Health Services, which opened in July of 1982, conducted 
2,828 office visits by the end of fiscal 1983. Of the 594 who made initial 
contact, 325 stayed on as patients while the remaining 269 failed to follow up 
after the first interview. 


Leonard Morse Hospital recorded more admissions than in 1982, treated more 
Outpatients, recorded more surgeries, ultrasound and laboratory tests, social 
service referrals, and Emergency Department visits than ever before. 


With our dedicated Hospital Aid Association providing the funs, LMH 
Opened a new Department of Endoscopy, now making that surgical procedure avail- 
able on an outpatient basis. Work resumed in earnest on the Physicians' Office 
Building, with completion and occupancy expected by mid-1984. 


The State Public Health Council approved the conversion of twelve existing 
beds into a much-needed pediatric psychiatric unit, while the hospital also 
received Determination of Need authorization to install a body CAT scanner whose 
use will save patients almost 50% in charges. 


Community blood drives staged at LMH in January and July were big successes; 
the hospital launched its monthly series of local cablecasts; the second annual 
10-K ''Race to Fitness'' drew double the 1982 turnout of runners; we became a 
regional pioneer in making experimental insulin pumps available to area diabetics, 
and Dr. Alfred |. Kaplan, an LMH specialist in lung diseases, was directly re- 
sponsible for the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles ruling that persons 
with severe breathing disorders may now be entitled to ''Handicapped'' plates. 


Leonard Morse Hospital ended its fiscal year in the black, with revenue 
totaling $33,611,184 and expenses aggregating $33,353,733, leaving a balance of 
$257,451 for capital equipment expenditures. During 1983, LMH received financial 
support from 1,526 donors, nearly double last year's total. 


In non-operational hospital activities, Joanne T. O'Brien was reelected 
to the Board of Trustees. Trustee John P. Burke resigned on July 11 and William 
A. Melanson was elected by the Board to fill his unexpired term. Robert R. 
Capobianco was chosen 1983-1984 Board Chairman by his colleagues, Mrs. Janis 
Downey was named President of the Hospital Aid Association, Dr. Steven H. Frager 
was renamed President of the Medical Staff, and George F. Fiske, Jr., was elected 
Chairman of the Advisory Trustee Council.

The Trustees of the Morse Institute were accorded a great honor this year 
when Henri Prunaret was selected by the Massachusetts Library Trustees' 
Association as Trustee of the Year. This honor recognizes Mr. Prunaret's 
valuable contributions to the Morse Institute Library and to the community of 
Natick. For more than 36 years Mr. Prunaret has been the leading force in 
the development of excellent library service for Natick. Among his many 
accomplishments are the introduction of bookmobile service to Natick and the 
major library addition to the Morse Institue during the 1960's. The Board 
congratulates Mr. Prunaret on this recognition of his many achievements. 


The Trustees began the project of restoring the 112 year old library roof 
this past summer. To carry out the project, the Trustees retained the ser- 
vices of the Wright Brothers Roofing Company. When the repairs are completed 
this summer, the roof will have all new copper flashing, new copper gutters 
in the exact style of the originals, and the roof will again be watertight. 


The Alden Wentworth Room in the library was renovated thanks to the 
beneficence of the Natick Rotary Club. The room was completely repainted, 
furniture reupholstered, the antique wideboard table refinished, and new 
Curtains were hung. The Trustees acknowledge the Rotarians for this combina- 
tion historical-meeting room. 


The staff of the library changed this year when Assistant Head Librarian 
Sondra Vandermark resigned. The Trustees welcome to the library Mrs. 
Margaret Cassedy in the position of Circulation Assistant. Mrs. Cassedy's 
qualifications include 10 years of experience in the Natick Schools and a 
Master's degree in Reading and Language Arts from Framingham State College. 


The Trustees again would like to thank the staff for their dedication 
and enthusiasm in providing excellent library service to the community. Their 
friendly concern and professional attitude are the greatest assets the library 
has.

MORSE INSTITUTE 


Before we look into the future of library service for Natick, it would be 
appropriate to review library activity in 1983. 


The Young People's Library had a very full program of services the past 
year. Spring and Fall sessions of preschool storyhours and afternoon story- 
crafts for kindergarteners and first graders attracted more than 240 children. 
Another 200 youngsters came to the Winter series of films. Magic was the 
theme for the summer as the summer reading club, the summer storyhours, the 
summer film festival, and summer storycraft had a combined attendance of 900 
children. A visit by ''Dario the Magician'' topped off the summer activities. 


At the end of the year, the library obtained an Apple Ile for use in the 
library. Natick resident Marry Ellen Siudut taught computer graphics to 
eager groups of children. 


Overall, the neighborhood and school bookmobiles had very busy years as 
circulation on both vehicles increased despite the drop in population of 
school age children. The neighborhood bookmobile's deliveries to shut-ins 
increased to 200 separate calls to residents unable to travel to the library. 


Other special programs for adults and young adults included the Summer 


Film Festival and Thursday Theatre. Concerts held on Sunday afternoons were 
sponsored by the Natick Arts Council. The Reference Librarian continued to 
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make monthly visits to Brittany Towers and Natick Nursing Home. In addition, 
documents on Natick's history continue to be deacidified and placed in files. 
More than 3,000 reserves and requests were filled anda display of 1982-83's 
best books for young adults was arranged. 


The Technical Services Department reports that 4,459 items (books, 
records, cassettes, and games) were added to the adult collections” and) 34,223 
items were added to the Young People's Library. Participation in the Boston 


Public Library's automated cataloging program continued with 21,000 catalog 
cards produced. 


Circulation increased in all departments with a total of 232,231 items 
borrowed. 


What is the role of the Morse Institute Library in Natick's future? As 
we become an increasingly technologically oriented society, the organization 
of information and its accessibility becomes important. Information has be- 
come an expensive commodity. Computers, cable based communications systems, 
and satelite communications systems require special equipment and/or software 
packages to utilize. Natick residents will find the Morse Institute evolving 
to make the best use of technology to provide complete access to information 
for the patrons of the library. 


The role of the library will be to continue to meet the educational and 
informational needs of the community as well as to fill the need for recrea- 
tional reading and listening materials. However, the library will do it in a 
way that takes the best advantage of communications technology. 


Among the many who are owed thanks in 1983 are the volunteers who have 
worked on our book sale, pulled catalog cards, and processed books. 


The Librarian wants to voice his appreciation particularly to the staff 
for their continuing professional attention to the needs of our patrons. The 
Trustees are again thanked for their unfailing support of the staff of the 
library.

BACON FREE LIBRARY 


The unique Bacon Free Library continues to combine history and personal 
service to the community in its ongoing effort to provide educational and re- 
creational reading, and maintain an important historica collection of Natick 
artifacts and historical data. 


The Maintenance Committee and Trustees have put their efforts during the 


past year into the continuation of the project of preservation of a building 
which many describe as the focal point of South Natick. They realize that the

lovely structure which dominates the square must be carefully tended in order 
that as we look to the future of Natick we may reach back and actually remain 
in touch with its origins. 


Pointing of the brick, carpentry repairs and roof evaluation have all been 
part of the current year's work. The upcoming year will see continuing repairs 
and the start of a major energy conserving project - weather proofing our library 
windows to reduce heat loss in the building. 


The Trustees continue to evaluate and prioritize each project that must be 
attended to. Every effort has been made to keep our costs down and yet main- 
tain the library's commitment to excellence and increase its usefulness to the 
citizens of Natick. 


Story hours for pre-schoolers remain popular at the library as well as 
less structured visits from local nursery and elementary schools. An up-to- 
date collection of reading materials continues to be the forte of the library 
and the addition of adult cassettes to the present juvenile collection is an- 
ticipated this year. The library serves its surrounding neighborhood as wel] 
as the patrons who travel greater distances to avail themselves of its ambience 
and current collection. 


Use of the Historical Society Museums by school, scout groups, and by 
individuals for research, continues to grow. The Museum houses letters and 
documents of local and national significance, the preservation of which has 
been a primary concern this year. Council N of the Boston Real Estate Board 
and five of the local real estate offices, and the Rotary Club of Natick, gave 
financial support to further this effort. The continuing goal of the Society 
is to enlarge the collections relevant to Natick history. 


The library is grateful to the ''l5 Gardeners'' who planted the urn on the 
library lawn this year. Thanks also go to Ruth Brenneman who organized volun- 
teer mothers to provide craft projects for story hours. A special ''Thanks" 
goes to Bob White, Trustee, who not only personally supervised the painting of 
our iron fence this summer, but also wielded a brush. And finally, thanks to 
Charles Emmanuelli who volunteered some electrical expertise to make possible 
the rearrangement of the library interior. 


Rudman J. Ham, who has served as Chairman of the Board of Trustees and 
the Maintenance Committee for over twenty years, resigned from the Board in 
December. Under his direction the Bacon Free Library has entered into its 
second century of serving our community. His dedication and spirit will be 
sorely missed.

A total of 42 babies attended the Board of Health's Well Child Conferences, 
and 56 various immunizations were administered. 


There were 14 premature births reported for 1983. No applications for 
financial aid were received. Premature and post-partum home visits totalled 
108. 


Eleven children were screened in the Lead Poisoning Prevention Program, of 
which none exceeded the maximum blood lead level. 


Fifty weekly Blood Pressure Screening Clinics were held. 332 residents 
attended and 43 were referred to their private physicians. 


Flu Clinics were held according to State guidelines at Cedar Gardens and 
at the Board of Health office. A total of 794 residents were inoculated, and 
no adverse reactions were reported to the Health office. 


A Glaucoma Screening Clinic was held in June. 40 residents were screened; 
eight were referred to their private physicians. 


A Diabetic Screening Clinic was held in November. 80 residents were 
screened; 17 were referred to their private physicians. 


A Skin Cancer Screening Clinic was held in October; 55 residents were 
screened; 32 were referred to their private physicians. 


A total of 10,634 doses of various biologics were distributed to Natick 
physicians during 1983. 


The Public Health Nurse represented. the Board of Health at the Inter- 
agency Child Abuse and Neglect meetings, Leonard Morse Hospital Health Care 
Needs Committee, Massachusetts Department of Public Health Seminars on Communi- 
cable and Sexually Transmitted Diseases, and the SHARE:OQccupational Health Task 
Force. 


The Board of Health, through the Public Health Nurse, assisted SHARE in 
Blood Pressure Screening of Town employees and with Vision Screening of Natick 
Fire Fighters. 


Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasury for dump permits, 
various licenses, and inspections totalled $97,697.20. 


The annual Rabies Clinic was held in May; a total of 402 dogs were vacci- 
nated, and $1,206 in fees was returned to the Town Treasury. 


A total of 494 inspections were conducted of 182 food establishments of 
all types, including restaurants, markets, bakeries, caterers, clubs, canteen 
trucks, food manufacturers, and fairs. A total of 3,254 inspections, complaint 
investigations, progress inspections, and calls in the field were made by Board 
of Health staff relative to environmental sanitation and other public health 
matters.

Milk, water, and swab tests totalled 333 individual tests. 


A total of 24 Show Cause Hearings, Court Cases, and Administrative Hearings 
were necessary in 1983. 


The summertime Pest Management program continued its successful control 
measures for mosquitoes, rats, cockroaches, ticks, wasps, and poison ivy. A 
policy of detailed mapping and record keeping was introduced and will be used 
to plan even more productive and efficient programs in the future. Extensive 
work was performed on Beaver Dam Brook, with pruning, cutting, and cleaning out 
of debris and brush from Pumpkin Pine Road to Boden Lane. This section, a 
trouble spot for many years, took a total of 264 man hours of work and numerous 
trips to the landfill with cleaned-out debris. 


Eastern Equine Encephalitis (sleeping sickness) was again discovered in 
nearby towns, emphasizing the need for continuation of mosquito control measures, 
including aerial spraying of inaccessible swampy breeding areas, to minimize 
any likelihood of the disease spreading. 


As the year ended, the State Division of Hazardous Waste still had not 
decided on the renewal of the state license to transport and store hazardous 
waste, which is pending for a West Natick firm. The Board of Health has gone 
on record in opposition to the application. 


As we enter 1984, the Board of Health sees itself becoming involved further 
in hazardous waste control, groundwater protection, occupational health, and 
chronic disease prevension, in addition to continuation of the traditional pro- 
gram areas of environmental sanitation and communicable disease control.

BOARD OF APPEALS 


In 1983, 104 petitions were filed with the Town Clerk for hearing by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. The Board met on almost a weekly basis to expedite 
said applications. It is apparent that State and Local Zoning Amendments, 
plus higher interest rates, have contributed to the increased caseload, upon 
which this Board is required to act. 


An original application or petition for a special permit or a variance 
may be filed at any time with the Town Clerk, unless barred by the prohibition 
Or reapplication, within the two year period, after denial. The Board after 
receipt of an application is required to hold a public hearing and after 
deliberations on the facts and evidence presented, must file a detailed record 
of its proceedings, indicating the vote of each member upon each question, and 
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must setforth clearly the reason or reasons for its decision. This Board is 
empowered by statute to offer relief from zoning provisions, when certain pre- 
requisites can be established, to the satisfaction of the Board. The Board 
has been consistent in applying conditions, in their approvals’ of variances 
and special permits, to safeguard the zoning district in which a particular 
property is located, from any harmful effects, and to enhance the artistic 
attractiveness of the Town. The preparation of a public hearing is a lengthy 
process and applicants should be aware, that a minimum time span of (6) weeks 
is necessary to complete this process, and before a decision can be rendered 
by the Board. 


Zoning has become a highly specialized and complex matter. Vacant land 
areas in Natick are limited. It is expected that revisions in zoning tech- 
niques will be encouraged, in an effort to direct future land development, in 
a manner that will necessitate a formal review of certain parcels, prior to 
construction, in order that appropriate safeguards and conditions may be 
applied, to control density limits and amenities, within residential and 
commercial developments. 


The comprehensive permit issued to the Housing Authority, by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, to convert the Coolidge Junior High School, into housing for 
the elderly and for the construction of family housing, has reached completion 
and it is expected that it will be occupied by our citizens in February of 
1984. The Board in issuing this comprehensive permit was responsible for 
approving all phases of its construction and is very pleased to have been in- 
strumental in its overall development. The Board would like to extend their 
appreciation to the Inspector of Buildings, Frederick L. Sanford, Jr., who 


dilligently inspected the premises, to make certain that all phases of construc- 
tion were implemented in accordance with the directives imposed by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. We believe that Coolidge Gardens will be advantageous and 


beneficial to our community. 


The Zoning Board of Appeal's Membership is comprised of (3) Professional 
Businessmen, a Planning Director, an Engineer, an Architect, and Attorney-At- 
Law, and a Schoolteacher. Two members of the Board, William L. Snow and 
Robert H. Egan, also serve on the Land Use Study Committee, a committee 
recently established by the Board of Selectmen, to review and study different 
aspects of land use and development. 


The Membership looks forward to serving on the Board in 1984 and to 
assisting other Town Boards, Commissions and Departments, in any way possible, 


to improve existing and future development, within the Town of Natick.

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PLANNING BOARD 


It is becoming very evident that the site-plan review process exercised 
by the Planning Board in large developments is of exceptional value to the 
future of the Town of Natick. This is a fairly new process that allows the 
Town, through the Planning Board, a fair amount of control of development in 
such areas as building height, landscaping, traffic circulation and protection 
of our water supply, that impact visually and materially on neighborhoods and 
the Town itself. All developments under the auspices of the Planning Board 
are done with the highest standards. 


A second development that affects Natick's future is the fact that al] 
decisions of the Planning Board, including the site-plan review process, are 
made in cooperation with other town boards, such as the Department of Public 
Works, the Board of Health, the Conservation Commission, the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, and the Historic Commission, as well as citizen input through public 
hearings. This cooperation, facilitated by Mr. Conley, the Town Administrator, 
works for the benefit of both the Town and the developer. It means that con- 
flicts are resolved with the consensus of all involved. A current development 
undergoing this process is the plan for the Hunnewell-Reservoir Woods property. 


The Planning Board is also cooperating with the Town's Land Use Committee 
and the Metropolitan Area Planning Council in looking at undeveloped areas, 
redevelopment, water, sewer and traffic problems both in the town and those 
outside of town that affect Natick. This wide consultation and mutual 
cooperation among town boards and Natick citizens provides a solid base on 
which to make sure Natick is the kind of town we want. 


The Planning Board is also in the process of reviewing the Zoning By-Laws 
to clarify it and to incorporate all state and local statutes in a more 
workable format. 


During the year, the Planning Board held twenty-nine meetings, made two 
field trips to review sites, reviewed and endorsed twenty-one approval-not- 
required plans, reviewed over one hundred Board of Appeal cases, and rendered 
two site plan approval decisions and two subdivision decisions. 


The Planning Board will continue to take into consideration the impact 
of its decisions, not only on the present, but also on the future of Natick.

General observations on the local and state level, indicates 
that the Gypsy Moth infestation of the past five years, has Kee 
verted to an endemic population.

Damage estimates of the prolonged effects of the major in- 
festation will take a considerable period of years to assess. 


Any trees which display any abnormal defoliation or vigor 
loss should be subject to professional inspection to determine 
the extent of damage and what protective measures can be taken to 
offset that damage. 


On a national. level, the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, through its Plant Protection € Inspection Services 
now actively attempting to control the transmission of the Gypsy 
Moth from high risk areas to uninfested areas by now requiring 
inspection and treatment of all outdoor household articles. This 
is a vital step to eliminate the spread of this important plant 
pest into areas where natural controls or defensives do not 
presently exist. 
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| am more than a little disappointed that the proposed forum, 
under the egis Chethe Board of Selectmen, that was to review the 
total, objective use of pesticides, has not materialized.

LAND USE STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Land Use Study Committee was appointed by the Selectmen between 
August and October 1983 and held its first meeting on October 24, 1983. At 
the time of preparation of this report, three monthly meetings have been held, 
during which considerable discussion has taken place concerning the direction 
of Natick's future growth and the possible impact, not only of that growth, but 
also of the substantial development taking place in adjacent communities. 


The Committee has decided to follow two parallel paths. The first would 
be to develop a sense of direction (goals, criteria) for Natick's future 
development, which would then serve as a guideline for the various Boards of 
the Town to refer to in making their own decisions regarding specific pro- 
posals. 


The second path for the Committee would be to make specific proposals, 
small enough to be treated by the Town Meeting or individual Board, yet a 
recognizable stepping stone toward the long-range goals referred to above. 


Since the membership of the Committee includes representatives of the 
Planning Board, the Zoning Board of Appeals, the Conservation Commission, and 
the Water Policy Study Committee, as well as three citizens-at-large, it wil] 
be able to draw on the specialized knowledge of each of the municipal bodies, 
and will, in turn, be able to act as a forum for dialogue among these groups. 


In addition to the designated membership, the Committee has benefited 
greatly from the regular attendance of the Town Administrator, Mr. Conley; 
the Planning Director, Mr. Sisitsky; and Natick's representative to the MAPC, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Bransfield. 


The proposed expansions of Shopper's World, the Natick Mall, and the new 
hotel on Route 9, all demonstrate the timeliness of establishing such a commit- 
tee, and it is our hope that we can be of assistance, not only to the various 
boards but also to the Town Meeting as matters of concern come before it.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


In its 22nd year, the Natick Conservation Commission was 
issued a new set of regulations for the Wetland Protection Act 
(G.L. 131, Sec. 40). Although the new regulations did not change 
in substance any of the actions to be taken by the Commission in 
protecting wetlands from alteration, filling, or improper build- 
ing, new definitions of areas to be protected and proper activity 
did make some changes in administering the law. The April 1 
changeover from old to new regulations caused a flurry of appli- 
cations from people wishing to plan projects under the old, more 
familiar regulations. 


The new regulations require a public hearing for the Request 
for Determination, the preliminary process by which an area is 
determined to be “classified as a wetland. As a result, the 
Commission held eight public hearings for new Requests for Deter- 
mination, in addition to 16 Notice of Intent hearings on project 
plans.

Such a plan would require that most 
of the land be left undeveloped. The NCC contributed $1,500 to 
Sas) proposal, which its still pending with the state. 


With the assistance of the Natick DPW, an application was 
made through the State Aquifer Land-Acquisition Program (Chapter 
#66, Acts of 1982) for possible purchase of 16.2 acres of land 
near well sites in the East Evergreen Area. 


The Commission applied for and received a grant of up to 
$50,000 (70% state, 30% local funds) under the Clean Lakes Pro- 
Mram fOr a Diagnostic - Feasibility study of Jennings Pond. The 
study will begin early in 1984, and should provide data that will 
Sere ine planting for the future of the pond.

A list of activities and accomplishments over the past year include: 


a. Introduction of material on water conservation to the Natick 
Schools. 

b. The proclamation of Water Conservation Week, June 5-11, 1983. 

c. Presentation of a water conservation awareness booth on the Natick 
Common on June 11. This display prompted a major article in the 
Middlesex News highlighting public awareness of water and water 
conservation problems. 

d. The submission to the Board of Selectmen of an Interim Report 
on August 18, 1983. This significant document outlined Natick's 
water supply and demand, detailed the Committee's activities to 
that date, and set down a 12 point program to best preserve and 
protect the quantity and quality of Natick's public water supply 
for the short to mid range future. 

e. The Committee met with consultants to help draft the application 
of the DPW for a major funding grant for aquifer protection. 

f. The Committee is currently drafting a By-law for inclusion in 
the Spring Town Meeting. This By-law deals with underground 
storage of fuel as it impacts on the quality of our public water 
Supply. 


The future plans of the Committee include drafting more by-laws as 
outlined in the program included in its Interim Report. The Commit- 
tee actively solicits and encourages the suggestions and participa- 
tion of other interested Town Boards and Commissions in the drafting 
of these By-laws directed towards the preservation of the Town's water 
quality and quantity.

The Council on Aging is comprised of eleven members, nine are 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen's choice from applications 
submitted to them from the general public and the appointments of 
the remaining two are mandated by the Massachusetts General Laws.

Regular meetings of the Council are held the second Wednesday 
meaech month at 7:00 P.M. at the Natick Senior Center. Special 
meetings “are held, with proper notification to the Town Clerk's 
office, whenever the need is indicated. 


Through the years, with judicious administratorship, manage- 
ment and planning Natick has been attuned to progress without the 
unwieldiness excessive enthusiasm can effect. 


The Natick Senior Center has, and is, also enjoying steady 
progress in serving our senior adult population. 


Out Senior Center Director, Simon Moegofian, directing both 
a paid and volunteer staff, has steadily maintained a program of 
services and activities most beneficial to those we serve while 
adding new programs as need, time and space allow. 


The Center's activities such as dancing, choral singing, 
bridge, and arts and crafts are of multi purpose; they invite 
sociability and, more important, help the seniors maintain a 
physical agility and mental acuity so important healthwise. 


We have specific health programs such as blood pressure 
clinics, audiological testing, exercise and swimming programs. 


To provide answers to the problems in daily living, the Out- 
reach Workers refer and direct people for fuel assistance, food 
Stamps, respite, day and home care, housing and legal services. 
ihe services of income tax specialists (volunteers) also fulfill 
a great need. 


Pie wutri tron’ program, providing hot -meal's at the Center and 
delivered to the homebound, is of vital importance to the well 
being of the seniors. 


Financially we exist on Town appropriations, in part; federal 
grants and the donations from local clubs, organizations and 


individuals. 


We have outgrown our present facility and with the cooperation 
and direction of several Town Departments our request for’ re-loca- 
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tion has been recognized and has become a fact. 


Early in 1984 we hope to move to the Lincoln School and 
occupy the rear of that building. This will afford ground level 
facilities and off street parking. 


We have plans to add new programs to our present agenda. 
The convenient lay-out of our new facility will permit the multi 
use of several rooms.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Historical Commission was pleased to announce during the summer of 
1983 that fifty-two (52) properties in the John Eliot Historical District were 
accepted for listing in the National Register of Historic Places by the 
National Park Service, Department of Interior. The area is noted at the site 
of the original Seventeenth Century European Settlement, as well as the loca- 
tion of the first ''Praying Indian'' Village in Massachusetts, established by 
John Eliot in 1651. The district contains several distinctive buildings 
representing various architectural styles of the Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
Centuries, and was home for Horatio Alger and Harriet Beecher Stowe. The 
Commission is currently preparing National Register Certificates for each 
property owner in the district. 


The Commission became involved with the Board of Selectmen and Housing 
Authority in their efforts to acquire funding for the rehabilitation of the 
Maria Hayes home. In preparation for its adaptive reuse, a preservation deed 
restriction has been drafted to insure that the character of the building and 
site are not significantly altered. When and if funding becomes available, 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission will assist with our local efforts. 
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Current work includes the corsolidation and printing of historical 
material cooperatively with the Morse Institute Library, and the continuous 
monitoring of preservation activities throughout Natick.

HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


As mandated by the Massachusetts Historic District Act and the Town of 
Natick By-Laws, the Historic District Commission continued in 1983 to monitor 
the Town's two historic districts: the Henry Wilson Historic District on West 
Central Street and the John Eliot Historic District in South Natick. The 
Commission is required by law to certify proposed property alterations visible 
from a public way before building permits may be issued. Applications for the 
certificates and filing information are available at the Office of Town Clerk. 
Advance inquiries may be addressed to the Commission at the Town Hall. 


Certificates were issued for alterations to properties in both districts 
during the year, and two applications are currently being processed for hear- 
ings in January, 1984. The Commission also reviewed plans for two commercial 
complexes in South Natick and is currently reviewing the practice of black- 
topping the grass strips on sidewalks within the historic districts. 


This will be a memorable year for the residents of South Natick who 
learned that through the efforts of the Historical Commission properties in 
the John Eliot District are now listed on the National Register of Historic 
Places. This is a great honor for the District and for the Town of Natick. 
lt clearly demonstrates Natick's ability to preserve the characteristics of 
its rich architectural heritage and at the same time encourage new developments 
SO necessary to the vitality and future growth of the community. 


The Historic District Commission will continue to serve Natick's future 
needs in two ways: By working to preserve the features of its architectural 
heritage; and by working to provide a sense of continuity to the Town by 
effecting a compatible blend of that rich heritage and the new construction 
inevitably demanded by time and change.

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NATICK ARTS COUNCIL 


The Natick Arts Council's goals tor the tuture are three told and can be 
labeled the three ''E's'', Education, Exposure and Entertainment. 


In their order of importance, even though they do overlap, education is 
first. The Council will continue to provide the Creative Expression programs 
for pre-schoolers and grade school children so long as there is a demand. This 
year, 83-84, there has been three sessions scheduled, each one being six weeks 
in length. The program is ever changing, which is what keeps it going. 


An exciting program entitled - ''The Young People's Opera Program'' is 
going to begin in the near future. This program will be coming to all levels 
of the Natick School system, will be presented in five performances and will be 
performed by professional musicians. Geraldine Barretto-Sims, in-town coordi- 
nator, will be working closely with the School Department to implement the 
program. 


High School students, talented in the arts, will be involved in another 
program. They will have the opportunity to see an opera in production and to 
meet with the likes of Clifford Brooks and Sarah Caldwell of the Boston Opera 
Company. Natick is one of three school systems involved in this project 
throughout the entire state. The Council will also continue to award four 
scholarships to high school seniors planning to continue their studies in the 
ants. 


In the future we would like to work with the Adult Education Program to 
help enrich their program and to provide for the Senior Center as well. 


The Council is proud to have helped fund the Massachusetts Military History 
Research Institute to preserve histories, manuscripts and documents here in 
Natick. These documents and records are available to all to be used for his- 
torical writing, scholarly, literary and genealogical purposes. 


The second goal is exposure. Why? To let the citizens of Natick know 
that they have an Arts Council and that that Council is a valuable asset to 
the Community. We see the Town's artists and performers taking an active part 
in cable tv productions and giving them a medium to display their talents. 
Several Council activities, including the Celebration of the Arts, have been 
video taped and aired already. 


The Council would like to establish space of its own so that it can have 
On-going exhibits open to the public. This would benefit not only the local 
artists and townsfolk, but might even bring in outside exhibitors. 


The third goal is entertainment. The Council will continue to support 
the popular summer concerts on the Common, and, as stated previously, would 
look forward to supporting local entertainment programming on our cable tv 
channel. 
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Each of these goals would not be possible if it were not for the many 
volunteers who have given and continue to give of their time and talents in 
an effort to formulate and implement artistic programs for the benefit of 
the citizens of Natick. We dedicate this report to them with our sincere 
thanks.

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SOUTH MIDDLESEX OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


In 1983 South Middlesex Opportunity Council Inc. (SMOC) completed its 
eighteenth year of operation by providing assistance to over sixteen thousand 
low income and elderly residents of the area. Utilizing an annual budget of 
$7.3 million, SMOC continued to operate a variety of programs geared to the 
economic survival of its low income constituents. Among these efforts were 
the operation of the following: 


A. Preschool Day Care, After School Day Care, and Family Day Care Programs 


for children of working parents, operating centers in Framingham and 
Marlborough in order to provide quality child care, educational, social, 
health and nutritional services for children 24 to 12 years of age. Dur- 
ing 1983, over 300 children were served by this program. 


B. Regional Headstart Program which provides preschool age children and 


their families with an educational experience, medical assistance, and 
supportive social services in both a center based and home based model. 
During 1983, over 250 children were served by this program. 


C. Headstart Child Care Clinic which in conjunction with Framingham Union 
Hospital operates a pediatric clinic for low income children. The 
clinic provides preventive and diagnostic treatment, screening, audio- 
visual, and Denver Developmental testing, as well as follow-up care 
and referrals. During 1983 over 1600 children were served through the 
clinic. 


D. Weatherization Program which works to lessen the impact of the high cost 
of fuel on low income families through installation of insulation, 
caulking, weatherstripping, storm windows, and other energy related home 
repairs. In 1983 this program weatherized 217 area homes. 


E. Fuel Assistance Program which provides financial assistance to eligible 
households in paying the costs of fuel and utility bills. The program 
also provides legal advice to persons facing fuel and/or utility shut- 
offs and other consumer problems related to energy availability. During 
1983 over 6500 households were assisted through this program. 


F. South Middlesex Alcohol Services which provides a comprehensive range 
of services for the alcoholic and his/her family. Resources range from 
a twenty bed detoxification center, to an outpatient program, to a 
drinking driver program, to a youth education program. The program 
works closely with area courts and police departments, other human ser- 
vice organizations, and school systems. During 1983 over 3000 persons 
were assisted by this program. 


G. Elderly Nutrition Program which provides senior citizens, particularly 
those with low incomes, with nutritionally sound meals served in stra- 


tegically located centers where they can obtain other needed social and 
rehabilitative services. In addition the program provides a home de- 
livered meals program to hundreds of persons in the area. During 1983 
1893 persons were served through this program. A total of 135,179 meals 
were served. 
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SMOC (cont inued) 


H. South Middlesex Legal Services provides legal assistance in civil 


matters to eligible low income residents in such areas as housing 
law, administrative law, developmental disabilities, and domestic 
relations. The Program also operates the Senior Legal Services Pro- 
ject, which is designed to assist elderly residents with representa- 
tion in civil matters. 


In addition, during 1983 SMOC continued to support the development of the 
PERC, the People's Energy Resource Cooperative. This organization, now in its 
third year of operation has a membership of 600 households and sic chapters in 
the area. The organization is designed to provide information and technical 
assistance with regard to reducing energy costs. PERC also bulk buys energy 
devices, such as wood stoves, wood, thermal window shades, insulation, and low 
cost conservation materials. 


Based on the successful development of PERC, SMOC has begun the develop- 
ment of The Women's Alliance, a self help organization responsive to the needs 
of low income women. Since the majority of low income residents of the area 
are women and children, this organization will serve an important role relative 
to their economic and social survival. 


In conclusion, the Board of Directors of SMOC, comprised of one third 
public officials, one third low income persons, and one third private area 
Organizations, continued to set policy direction for the entire agency. In 
light of the severe federal cutbacks which have impacted all low income and 
elderly persons, the SMOC Board has committed the agency to the provision of 
quality programs and resources to assist area residents in their economic 
survival. This commitment will continue in 1984.

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TOWN COUNSEL 


The responsibility of Town Counsel is to provide advice and consulta- 
tion to all Town Officers and employees on legal matters which affect the 
Town and to represent the Town in lawsuits in which the Town is a party. 
Town Counsel holds office hours in the Town Hall on a weekly basis. He 
remains on call to provide assistance as needed. 


The various Town Boards, Departments and Commissions regularly seek 
advice on all aspects of municipal law. Frequently, these issues require 
consultation with Town personnel, legal research, and a written opinion. 
The primary focus in 1983 was in the areas of building code, contracts, 
dogs, discrimination and affirmative action, licensing, personnel and re- 
tirement, siteplan review, subdivision control, Town Meeting and zoning. 


Among the major projects which required legal assistance were: 


negotiations for the purchase of Camp Mary Bunker; negotiations for 
a connector road between Natick Mall and Framingham Shopper's World; 
negotiation of a Deferred Compensation Plan for Town employees; hearings 
on liquor license regulations; various issues regarding Leonard Morse 
Hospital; negotiation of a Neighborhood Bus Contract; negotiations and 
title examination regarding the proposed parking deck; and the Spring 
and Fall Annual Meetings. 


Several court cases were resolved in 1983 including a challenge to 
the award of a roofing contract by the School Committee; two Board of 
Health complaints in District Court; one appeal from an order by the Board 
of Selectmen to remove a dog; one appeal from the denial of a common vict- 
ualler's license; complaints by police officers for overtime pay; two 
personal injury claims; two property damage claims; one challenge to the 
Site Plan Review provisions of the Zoning By Law; and one appeal from the 
denial of a variance. 


There are several pending lawsuits against the Town at this time 
including contract suits, a claim for overtime benefits alleged to be due, 
a civil rights suit, personal injury suits, a challenge to the Site Plan 
Review By Law and Zoning appeals. 


I would like to thank all Town personnel for their courteous assistance 
throughout the year, particularly the administrative staff. The Town of 
Natick is fortunate to have so many full time and part time employees and 
volunteers who are committed to effective Town government.

Favorable Action 


This article seeks to provide a solution to a problem that has long existed 
in connection with State Law definition of a Subdivision, and which was 
particularly spotlighted by recent homebuilding in the Woodland Heights area. 
Specifically, the Town through its Planning Board has no supervisory author- 
ity over developments that are not subdivisions (i.e. that are made up 
entirely of lots having frontage on existing streets). No Town agency can 
prevent driveways that are not built in accordance with Town requirements 
from serving essentially as a ''street'' in providing access to the homes. 
There are a number of such ''streets'' which are poorly surfaced, of steep 
grades, too narrow, etc., but which the Town has had to plow and service, 
even though they are not built properly and are not accepted as Town Ways. 
This article would prevent such developments in the future from being built 
with more than two homes being serviced by one driveway, unless the roads 
are built in accordance with the Rules and Regulations for Subdivisions as 
administered by the Planning Board under Chapter 41 MGL.

In accordance 
with the Town By-Laws, copies of the Planning Board Report were mailed to 
all Town Meeting Members. 


Favorable Action 


This article seeks to bring the procedures used in site plan reviews into 
conformance with similar procedures used in Subdivision Development under 
under Chapter 41 MGL. In the case of subdivisions, once a Final Plan for 
Development is approved, and a second plan is presented for consideration 
which is approved after a public hearing, that second plan replaces the 
first plan as the only Subdivision Plan approved for that site. This means 
that, in the case of Subdivisions, there can only be one approved Develop- 
ment plan in existance at any point in time. In contrast to this situation, 
the Zoning By-Law establishing the site plan procedures for the Town does 
not contain similar restrictions. The result is that more than one, and 
actually an unlimited number of approved Final Site Plans for a development, 
can exist at one and the same time. This creates confusion for orderly 
administration by the Town, and in the neighborhood, since the developments 
where Site Plans are used are large in scale and usually built in phases. 
The result might be that, unless the proposal of this article is adopted, 

a developer can build one building under a first plan, a second building 
under a second and different plan, a third building under a third and 

still different plan, etc. The various plans even though they may be in- 
dividually acceptable, may not be related to one another so that they could 
be built piecemeal in this fashion and still be in the best interests of 
the Town and its neighborhoods. A recent example at the Natick Executive 
Park site on Route 9 emphasized this dilemma. The developer submitted a 
Site Plan which was approved with conditions. He did not like one of 


those conditions and sought review of the decision by appeal. He then sub- 
mitted a second site plan for the same location with a condition that no 
action taken by the Town should prejudice his appeal. The first part of 


this article would prevent an applicant from attaching such conditions to 
the submittal of its plans for review. 


The next provision in the proposed article would assure the Town that 
citizens owning adjacent properties or those wishing to buy in the area 
can at all times consult the records in the Town Hall and know with a 
certainty what type of development has been approved for the adjacent site. 
The ability to pick and chose bits and pieces from each of several plans 
would be prevented. 


The final provision of the proposed article would prevent a developer from

The use of the land to build an office building would 
be appropriate for the site, in view of the topography; however, there 
are a number of other uses which would be allowed (e.g. stores). For 
reasons analogous to those discussed in connection with Article 45 above, 
rezoning into the Administrative and Professional District would be more 
appropriate for this site. The Board of Appeals would be capable of 
adequately and faithfully representing the Town's interest in attaching 
appropriate conditions to allow for the construction of an office building 
on this site. Rezoning of this parcel into the AP district will be the 
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subject matter of an article in a Special Town Meeting to be requested of 
the Selectmen as soon as possible.

The person with record title to the property, or his authorized agent, 
assign, or representative. 

5.5 Occupant 
The person in control of such property. 

5.6 Structure 
A combination of materials assembled at a fixed location to give 
Support or shelter such as a building, framework, retaining wall, re- 
viewing stand, platform, bin, fence, sign, flagpole, recreational 
tramway, or mast for an antenna or the like. The word ''structure'! 
shall be construed, where the context allows, as though followed by 
the words ''or part or parts thereof''. 


Section 6: Administration 


The following procedure shall govern complaints, hearings, orders, 
remedies and rights of aggrieved parties under this by-law. 
6.1 Hearing and Order 
The Town Administrator or his designee shall, upon written complaint, 
have any condition inspected which may constitute a nuisance.

rendering of an account therefor to the owner, and shall be recoverable 
from such owner in an action of contract. Any such debt shall consti- 
tute a lien on the land upon which the nuisance was located.

6.4 Appeal to Superior Court

In accordance with the Town By-Laws, copies of the 
Planning Board Report were mailed to all Town Meeting Members. 


Planning Board voted Indefinite Postponement 3-0-0 
We appreciate that the problems attempted to be addressed by this are 
real and of deep concern to the community. We question whether the 


proper way to deal with them is by the very drastic action of a morator- 
ium for two years for further construction. . There will be unknown side 
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effects in such an action. On the one hand this will be unfair to those 
property owners who may have been paying taxes on property for a number 
of years and who are awaiting an improving economy to develop. On the 
other hand, given the constraints of Proposition 2-1/2, this measure if 
successful, may make it impossible to honor commitments the Town has to 
its employees and citizens by not allowing the raising of sufficient 
taxes because the limitation of budgets cannot keep up with inflation. 


A moratorium is not needed to do a study. We understand that a number 
of agencies are presently dealing with the concerns raised by the pro- 
ponents of this article. There is a Regional Study Underway by the MAPC 
and 9 concerned towns in the Route 9 area dealing with development in 
the area and traffic. The newly formed Land Use Study Committee has 
been created by the Selectmen to study many of the issues involved in 
future development. The existing Water Policy Study Committee is already 
studying the issues raised by the storage of flammable and hazardous 
materials. The Public Works Department has hired consultants and is 
evaluating future water and sewerage needs. We believe that these 
groups can do their work without needing a moratorium. 


Lastly, we view the provisions of granting exceptions as most difficult 
to administer, and certain to give rise to much litigation against the 
Town.
